The demand for old turn of the century residences is limited to a amall segment 

of the market, and sales do not occur with enough frequency to establish a definite 
market trend. Of the comparable sales selected, comparable #1 is clearly most 
similar in size, quality and location. The adjustments for dissimilarities are 
very large and may affect reliability to some degree. Comparable #1 was exposed 
to the market for about 2 years at an asking price of $200,000 and the property 
eventually sold for $150,000. Comp.#2 had many similarities to the subject, 

but condition and curb appeal were inferior. Comparable #3 was clearly inferior 
in size, curb appeal and utility, put had been completely remodeled and was in 
superior condition at time of sale. 


It is conceivable that the subject may sell as a commercial property for such 


use as office space due to its close proximity to the business and financial 
district.
